VII.  FOOD  IHS  ECTlONo 

The  impor tot lone  of  food-stuff a  are  small  In  amount, 
these  being  ohiefly  potatoes,  flour,  sugar  and  tinned 
foods.  During  the  year  no  adverse  reports  were  made 
by  the  Veterinary  Officer. 

Shell-fish  -  There  is  now  no  oyster-laying  in 
Langstone  Harbour. 

During  the  year  no  action  was  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1037,  the 
Public  Health  (Preservatives  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations , 
1925  tQ  1939,  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Milk) 
Regulations,  1926,  and  the  Public  Health  (Shellfish) 
Regulations,  1934. 

The  number  of  livestock  landed  at  the  dooks  from 
the  Isle  of  flight  was  194  (Horses  28,  Cattle  78, 

Calves  11,  Sheep  77).  During  the  inspections  of 
livestock  no  clinioal  evidence  or  the  existence  of 
any  contagious  and  notifiable  diseases  was  found.
